Lynn Fouler of North Dakota to win him back 
to the party after, they had unceremoniously dumped 
him out In the cold. They had sacrificed their own 
honest opinions that the grand old party and its 
representative in the White House might not face 
tho menace of an attack in congress with a national 
election appearing on the horizon. It was not an 
easy thing to do. Tlwsse senate leaders dislike Frazier 
and his ilk. They undoubtedly got more satisfaction 
in giving him a kick than anything which has de- 


, veloped in recent years 
But these men are loyal to 


their party and to Its leader above all considerations 
and they buried their own convictions for the sake 
of practical politics. 


But no sooner had they effected a truce with 


- Frailer than President Coolidge kicks over the traces. 


While the plans were still Incubating to restore 


Senator Frazier to good standing in the republican 
party, and to give him a place on committees, Mr 
Coolidge named Colonel C. F. Mudgett, a political foe 
ot both Frazier and Senator Gerald P. Nye m North 
Dakota, to be United Stages marshall for that state.

Both Frazier and Nye have blood In their eyes and 


promise to carry the fight against confirmation of 
Mudgett to the floor of the senate. With the cus-

ternary extension of senatorial privilege to the case, 
it is more than likely that they could defeat the con- 
firmation of Mudgett. But since 1924 Frazier has 
been accorded none of the privileges of other repub- 
lican members in the senate. He is an outcast 
Lucklessly the president has raised an issue which 
will continue to embarrass him throughout the ses- 
sion, for the senate, if it adopts the course necessary 


. to bring Frazier back into the fold, will have to go 


against Mr. Coolidge in the matter of confirming

t The incident Is unimportant except for the bearing 
which It may have upon control in the senate in the 
session which begins next Tuesday. 


Suppose Mr. Coolidge's determination to appoint 


one who shares his political philosophy to the office 
of United States marshal in North Dakota should un 
do all which has been done to make it possible, for 
the republicans to retain control of the senate- What 
if the democrats should come into power in the upper 
branch of congress, proceed to organize it along their 
own lines, and grab all ot the choice places upon the 
committees where the real work is done? It is pos- 
sible that Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Mellon's tax program 
would undergo sharp revision It might be that the 
protective tariff law, which is the keystone to the 
republican administration, might be amended to re- 
move some of the heavy duties on certain "articles 
partaking of a monoply. The senate could make a lot 
of trouble for Mr. Coohdgo if it Is of a mind. 


And yet Mr. Coolidge is light m his position on the 


selection of a marshal in North Dakota. He has a 
right to have a man there who believes in the ad- 
ministration and will carry out its policies insofar as 
they relate to the office which he occupies. 


The plain fact Is there aie two irreconcilable groups 


in the republican party. 


They have been fused before elections for the 


practical purpose of achieving victory at the polls 
but they are as far apart on every issue of political 
consequence as the two major parties. It is unethical 
and Immoral to continue this relationship. We need 
men In public life vho will not surrender their prin- 


* 
ciples in order to retain office, or political control 
Mr. Coolidge will raise himself in the estimation of 
the country if he refuses to put his approval upon 
dickerings w.ith Frazier and his associates. 
They 


have nothing in common and should not consort to- 
gether merely for the purpose of retaining power. 


SPREADING THE BANK GUARANTY IDEA. 
Congressman Edgar Howard's announcement that 


he will introduce a bill extending the Nebraska guar- 
anty system to national banks is probably intorded 
more as an advertisement for the plan now In suc- 
cessful operation here, rather than a serious attempt 
to apply it ori a 
national scale. 
Mr. Howard is 


•-enough of a practical politician to realize that lie 
btands no chance whatever to get such a bill through 
either branch of congress under its present control; 
but he probably -figures that a little propaganda to 
let the world, know that Nebraska Is one state where 
depositors in failed banks get their money would do 
no harm. 


From their own experience, the people of this state 


know how substantial are the benefits of guaranteed 
bank deposits. 
Nebraska bankers also realize what 


a mainstay the law has been to their business In a 
very trying and critical period, and few of them 
would be willing1 to dispense with it, in spite of the 
heavy expense it has caused them. But neither bank- 
ers nor depositors here are particularly interested in 
proselyting the rest of the country and persuading 
other states or the federal government to adopt the 
system. 


Nebraska was extremely fortunate In getting the 


guaranty fund established and on a solid footing 
some years before the time of stress arrived. The 
law had been carefully formulated with wise fore- 
thought to cover emergencies, so that the machinery 
was at hand to meet the strain placed- upon thn 
fund by a series of bank failures beginning: six years 
ago. A balance of more than 2 1-2 million dollars 
had^been built up by means of the regular semi-an- 
nual assessments levied In previous years; and stat- 
utory provlsfons were in force authorizing 
special 


assessments when needed. 


Even then, disaster might have 
overtaken 
the 


guaranty fund If additional legislation had not been 
enacted to strengthen control over weakened banks 
"nd place the administration of failed ones in the 
hands of a special commission of' bankers. Under 
orior administration, the cost of receiverships had 
practically eaten up the whole proceeds of assets 
belonging to suspended banks in manv instances. It 
became necessary to correct that condition and con- 
serve remaining assets to reimburse the fund, so far 
as they would go, for money drawn from it to pay 
depositors. 


It has been a long- pull, and a hard one, for the 


solvent banks to meet the extraordinary demands up- 
on them, but this has been done and is still being 
done. The end of the road has not yet been reached, 
though it appears to be in sight at last. 


Meanwhile, Nebraska courts no widespread notori- 


ety in regard to its bank guaranty system. It it 
meeting its own problem in the best way possible 
and hopes to get into the clear in the not far dis- 
tant future^ 
Other states and the federal govern- 


ment must act on their own initiative, if at all. Ne- 
braska cannot waste her time and energy doing mis- 
sionary work elsewhere. Her efforts are all needed at 
home to see the thing through. 


The people of other states must work out their 


own salvation for themselves. They are welcome to 
follow Nebraska's example If they see fit. 
Eventual- 


ly some form of bank guaranty may, prevail through- 
out the United States. Nebraska can render her best 
service toward that end by devoting herself whole- 
heartedly to making the system a complete success 
within her own borders. When she has finally and 
conclusively demonstrated its efficiency, the rest of 
the country will come Into line.

I am m the habit of sending the newspaper to my 


home in Scotland. 
My mother evidently has been reading your health 
articles, and she has asked me to write you about the condition of her 
egg, 
which have been causing her most awful pain for years. The legs 


broke out about 15 years ago in the regions of the ankles. She has used 
various salves, but no relief. The only relief bhe gets from, the burl- 
ing pain is when they are poulticed with bread and water. A cousin of 
my father's had had sores on his legs just like mother's, and he used 
boric powder and they were cured. Mother tried the bone idea, but a 
nearly drove her mad with pain. She is practically an invalid from 
the condition, although she Is otherwise healthy. 
Her age is (I think) 


60. She is of strong build. Any helpful information you can give would 
be appreciated, In a way my pen would never convey.—J. 
"P. S- Are they the usual bad Jlcgs that women are supposed to have? 
First, J., let me defend my sex. We're not supposed to have bad legs. 
As your mother is well and strong—do you mean by strong that she 


s overweight?—and also on account of the position of the ulcerationh, 
ve can think that probably hers are the common ulcerations due to 
varicose veiiis. These ulcerations are predisposed by standing especially 
n one position for long hours at a time. Overweight and constipation 
ind things that obstruct the circulation, may cause them. 
Usually, if the patient can be confined to a bed, with the legs slightly 


elevated, these ulcers can be healed with simple ointments and a firm 
bandage from the toes to the knees. Treatment between the bandaging 
Is with cloths wrung out of hot water and frequently renewed. 
The bread and water poultices which your mother uses evidently 


£iv© relief because of the blandness and moisture, but such poultices 
lie not considered good because they favor Infection. 
Varicose ulcers of long standing are usually accompanied by eczema 


and they -may have such hardened scar tissue at the edges that per- 
haps the -whole ulcers have to be removed surgically and new skin graft 
put on them.

If your mother is overweight, have her reduce her weight (ask for 


our booklet on the subject and enclose ten cents in stamps with a self- 
addressed, stamped, envelope) and see if arrangements cannot be made 
so she can stay off her feet for a good, long period of time. If the

pointed an accusing flger at the 
meek James Mills. 


On December 1, when all testi- 


mony had been submitted, Simp- 
son made an unsuccessful motion 
for a mistrial. He charged that thr 
jury had decided to acquit on the 
second day of the trial, that sev- 
eral members had been asleep dur- 
ing the trial sessions and that they 
had been improperly guarded.

To the foregoing communication, 
the following reply has been sent- 


"Lincoln. Nov. 
SO.—Dear Sir: 
\ou ask iho opinion of this depart- 
ment as to whether or not it is 
lawful for a corporation to send its 
agents into municipalities owning 
their own water, light, heating and 
ice plants, and for such agents to 
deposit with tho public 
officials 


from ?300 to 55,000 for election ex- 
penses, and that thereupon the pub- 
lic officials agree to sell the public 
utilities aforesaid to the corpora- 
tion for a specific amount agreed 
upon brtween the 
agent and the 
said officials, providing the elec- 
tion carries, and that no other bid 
is considered. 
"In response we ha\c to say that 
this department could not approve 
such procedure. Section 2,321 com- 
piled statutes of Nebraska for 1922, 
while not 
exactly 
covering this 
situation, nevertheless does prohibit 
corporations from 
contributing to 


the election of officials, etc.. and at 
least in spir't it is to the point . 
"Section 2,331 prohibits bribery 


and attempts to influence any elec- 
tor of the state and prohibits any 
threats against such electors or any 
act which may deter him from vot- 
ing, and provides a penalty. 
"Section 1,938 provides that the 
cost of the ballot at all elections 
shall be paid by "the city in, city 
elections, and section 1.958 provides 
that polling places shall be 
fur- 


nished. This indicates to us that tho 
cost of the election shall be borao 
by thp political subdivision holding 
it", and that no person has the right 
to influence the election or the vot- 
ers 'by agreeing to pay the expenses 
of the election. 
"The law intends that all elections 


shall be hold fairly and openly and 
without undue influence of any sort. 
Neither do we believe that tho pub- 
lic officials and the corporation can. 
dispose of 
the 
property by 
any 


means which prevents the city from 
obtaining the best price obtainable.
